WHAT BERT COMBS 
SAYS ABOUT 
“WINDY” WENDELL 

HAS BEEN the most expensive 
lieutenant gov. in the history of the 
Commonwealth, Combs charged^ say¬ 
ing Mr. Ford spent $400 of taxpayer 
money for a tablecloth in the lieutenant 
governor's mansion. 

„ ^ orn j >s sa ’d Ford workers used the 
“big lie technique" involving repeated 
false charges against Combs concern¬ 
ing his tax plan. 

Combs called Ford a "scissors and 
paste job put together by the Man from 
Mississippi (J. R. Miller) and speech 
writers who draw their pay from the 
state of Kentucky." (Combs didn't iden¬ 
tify the speech writers.) 

"I don't think Wendell's seen tha 
light — he's just felt the heat," Combs 
said in charging Ford changed his stand 
on a coal severance tax, on having an 
environmental commission and on rais¬ 
ing teacher salaries. 

"The lieutenant governor turned a 
deaf ear to Kentucky teachers when 
♦hey came to Frankfort during the 1970 
Assembly," Combs said. 

Combs, through his campaign mana¬ 
ger Robert Matthews, charged Ford with 
using state vehicles, state personnel end 
state equipment in the primary cam¬ 
paign.

Ford completely changed his position 
on three major issues — a severance 
tax on coal, a state revenue-sharing 
plan and various educational measures 
in the past year, said Combs.

Combs 
said these include 21 major projects, 
totaling $447 million plus more than 
$125 million in other highway projects, 
which would take him some eight and a 
half years to fulfill.

If I'd believed a 
man could be governor with just a high 
school diploma, I could have saved a 
fist full of money." 

"But it does take more than a high 
school education. Wendell Ford is not 
qualified to be governor. Why, I wouldn't 
hire him to manage my own business, 
much less the business of this state,"

Charles A. Goble, 59, print- 
shop foreman and production 
superintendent of the Courier 
Publishing Co. in West Liberty, 
died last Thursday in the Uni 
versity of Kentucky Hospital 
in Lexington where he had 
been a patient 12 days. 

Mr. Goble had been in fail¬ 
ing health since suffering a 
heart attack eight years ago. 
He partially recovered from 
the heart attack and resumed 
his duties at the Courier plant. 
But he was stricken seriously 
ill in June following intestinal 
flu. He entered the hospital 
Sept. 27 for examinations and 
treatment, and for a time show¬ 
ed improvement. He under¬ 
went surgery Tuesday of last 
week for blood clot in the leg, 
and grew steadilly worse, suc¬ 
cumbing to pneumonia two 
days later. 

Born at Prestonsburg, he 
was a son of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. H. L. Goble, members of 
pioneer Floyd county families. 
He attended Prestonsburg high 
school and went to work early 
in the printing trade, his fat¬ 
her being superintendent in the 
orintshop of the old Prestons¬ 
burg Post, later the Floyd 
County Times. 

He had worked in a number 
of printing plants and w»as a 
master craftsman. He came to 
West Liberty 26 years ago and 
had served as production super¬ 
intendent of the Courier Pub¬ 
lishing Co. until he became 
seriously ill in June. 

During his 26 years resi¬ 
dence here he had made many 
friends He was a member of 
both Highland Masonic Lodge 
and Paulina Chapter Order of 
the Eastern Star of West Li¬ 
berty and had served as Mas¬ 
ter of the lodge and as Wor¬ 
thy Patron of the chapter. 

He is survived by the wife, 
Betsy Tyler Goble, a son and 
daughter, James Goble and 
Mrs. Wayne Cottle, both of 
West Liberty; also by two brot¬ 
hers. James Goble of Prestons¬ 
burg, production superintendent 
for the Floyd County Times, 
Prestonsburg, and Daniel L. 
Goble, of Falls Church, Va., 
and by two sisters, Miss Louise 
Goble of Falls Church, Va., and j 
Mrs. John R. Baldridge of 
Warco, Ky. 

Funeral was conducted Sun¬ 
day afternoon at the Potter 
Funeral Home Chapel in West 
Liberty with Rev. Steve Bliffin, 
pastor of the Christian Church, 
officiating. Interment was in 
Salyers Cemetery at West 
berty with Masonic rites 
the grave.

— The 
State Highway Department 
awarded contract Friday for 
the bituminous concrete sur¬ 
facing of sectors of five roads 
in Morgan county, totaling 2.7 
miles. The contract went to 
East Kentucky Paving Co. of 
Grayson on its bid of $34,987.00. 

Sectors to be paved are— 

Four-tenths mile of the 
Spaws Creek Road from end of 
present paving about a mile east 
of US-460. 

Three-tenths mile of the 
Wood.sbend Bearwallow Road 
from end of present surfacing, 
r.ortheasternly. 

One-tenth mile of surfacing 
on the City Dump road east 
of West Liberty. 

One mile of surfacing on the 
Yocum-Blaze-Ditony Ridge Road, 
extending north from Blaze- 
Big Lick Road. 

Nine-tenths of a mile of the 
Wrigley-Rcdwinc Road extend¬ 
ing from end of present sur¬ 
facing easterly to the Mordicae- 
Kedwinc road. 

All surfacing is to be Class 
1 construction.

More than 15 club members 
have worked in shifts the past 
three weeks on nearly a round- 
the-clock basis, typing, making 
line drawings, cutting paper, 
printing pages, collating, and 
binding some 300 of the recipe 
books, each of which contains 
more than 170 pages. 

The attractive books, bound 
cardboard covers featuring a 
silk screen design made by Mor¬ 
gan County High School Art 
Teacher Wendell Sherman and 
sewn by the ladies onto red ■ 
or green burlap bindings, fea¬ 
ture recipes for making sorg¬ 
hum cookies, breads, candies, 
cakes, and pies, plus several 
recipes foi old home remedies 
calling for sorghum as part of 
the mixin’s. 

Recipes, submitted by club¬ 
women. are listed in the con¬ 
tents of the book under the 
following headings: breads, 
breakfast foods and beverages, 


cakes, gingerbreads, eandvi, 
cookies, frostings and sauces, 
fruits and vegetables, meat 
dishes and sauces, pies, pudd¬ 
ings, and home remedies. Each 
recipe is signed by the woman 
who submitted it. 

Hundreds of hours have j 
been employed by the ladies | 
in preparing the cookbook, and 
work continues this week by j 
the ladies w'ho plan to sell the ■ 
completed books at the Sorg¬ 
hum Festival as a money-rais¬ 
ing project. 

Reports from friends who 
have seen some of the 
finished books indicate that not 
only are they attractive sou¬ 
venir items, they will make 
handy and useful additions to 
any housewife’s recipe shelf. 

And the books are complete¬ 
ly hand-made with original illus¬ 
trations hand-drawn by Wo¬ 
man’s Club members.

Forty-four felony cases are 
on the docket for the October 
term of Morgan circuit court, 
w hich will be convened in West 
Liberty next Monday, Oct. 18. 

Judge William C. Kibbey of 
Grayson will preside. He was 
appointed Judge of the Morgan- 
Elliott-Carter district last mon¬ 
th by Gov. Nunn to succeed 
Judge W. Major Gardner who 
resigned to become Commission¬ 
er of the Court of Appeals. 

Some of the cases already 
have been set for trial, and 
Judge Kibbey on Monday will 
set others for trial. He also is 
expected next day to set civil 
suits for trial, and there is a 
fairly heavy docket of civil 
cases. 

The murder charge against 
Samuel D. Owens for the slay¬ 
ing of a neighbor, Ben Adkins, 
near Gordon Ford a few years 
ago is set for Oct. 20. Owens’ 
first trial resulted in a hung 
jury. 

Set for trial on Oct. 21 is tho 
case against Hershel Blair, 25 
of the White Oak section who 
was indicted by the February 
grand jury as an accessory be¬ 
fore the fact in the murder and 
robbery of Mrs. Rissie Steele 
Day at her country home near 
West Liberty last January. Prin¬ 
cipals in the crime are now serv¬ 
ing sentences in the penitenti¬ 
ary after having confessed. Tliev 
are Earl Ray Perkins, 20, of 
Pomp who was given a life sen¬ 
tence at the May term of court, 
and Weslie Hibbens, 19, of near 
West Liberty, who was meted 
a sentence of 21 years in prison, 
also at the May term of court. 

Three other felony cases are 
set for trial the first week of 
court. They are—

GOP Speaker Raps 
Ford In Morgan Talk 


Services Are Set At 
South Fork Church 
Week of October 18

The South Fork Church 
is the oldest church in Eastern 
Kentucky as far as we know. 

Just 
do what Christ said, “Come and 
see.”

Lawrence Hall, candidate for 
State Senator, appearing in Mor- 
I gan County Tuesday night as 
part of the 120 County “Em 
berton-Host Victory Squad”, 
said that Wendell Ford was 
clobbered with the truth Sun 
day night in a statewide tele¬ 
vision debate. 

He said that Tom Emberton 
“laid it on the line” and hit 
Ford with the real truth about 
Ford's lack of leadership: Ford’s 
role in imposing the first 3 
cent sales tax: his role in plac¬ 
ing other tax burdens on the 
people of Kentucky and several 
instances of conflict of interest 
on Ford's part as State Senator 
and as Lieutenant Governor. 

“The people of Kentucky arc 
still waiting for Ford to fully 
disclose the sources of his in¬ 
come over the past ton years,” 
he said. “Ford tried to fool the 
people Sunday by passing out a 
copy of an income summary 
prepared by Ford's own accoun¬ 
tant. What the people want to 
see arc copies of Ford's income 
tax returns since 1960. Torn 
Emberton and Jim Host have 
made their returns public — 
now it's time for Ford to pro¬ 
duce his.” 

"The people are entitled to 
know how much Ford has made 
while selling insurance on sta'e 
highway contracts. The people 
are entitled to know how much 
Ford has made from his bank- 
hig interest. The people arc 
entitled to know how much Ford 
has made from his real estate 
business. The people are en¬ 
titled to know what other busin¬ 
ess interests Ford has and who 


else gives Wendell Ford mon¬ 
ey,” he said. 

The "Victory Squad” speaker 
also hit at Ford's meeting with 
coal operators and strip miners 
in Wise, Virginia. “Wise, Vir¬ 
ginia will be Wendell's Water¬ 
loo,” he said. “The people of 
Kentucky do not want to be 
dealt out at any secret meet¬ 
ings across state lines.” 

The speaker called for opposi¬ 
tion to Ford's proposed school 
plan that would create a state¬ 
wide school district and bring 
about the abolishment of local 
school districts and local school 
boards. “Ford’s plan would cost 
the average family of four over 
$54.69 in additional property 
taxes each year,” he said. 

The “Victory Squad” repre¬ 
sentative questioned “Ford's ob¬ 
vious conflicts of interest.” 

The Constitution of the State 
of Kentucky (Section 57) clear¬ 
ly states that any member of 
our General Assembly who has 
a conflict of interest must pub¬ 
licly disclose that conflict and 
refrain from voting or taking 
part in any legislation that bears 
on the subject of his interest 
while it is before the Legisla¬ 
ture. The failure to do so has 
a penalty of expulsion,” he 
pointed out. 

"Ford has finally admitted to 
being a partner in an Owens¬ 
boro insurance firm and to be¬ 
ing a Director in the Hancock 
Bank and Trust Company. Yet, 
despite his hanking and iasur- 
ancc interests. Ford led the 
fight to put higher interest ral¬ 
es on you in 1970 and stood by 
and let higher rates pass in 
1966. Higher interest rates arc 


every bit as bad as higher tax¬ 
es,” he noted. 

“ It’s no wonder in light of 
some of his financial holdings 
that Ford worked to lower the 
rate of taxes on bank stock, 
yet proposed raising the peo¬ 
ples’ taxes by removing the 
federal deductibility from your 
state income tax," he said.
